The genius and skill of our genera!s, con 
manding men whose courage and enduran 
have never been surpassed in the history 
of the British army, and supported by a 
navy in the highest state of efficiency 
rendered victory certain, But some futu: 
struggle may be of a more serious character 
and the experience which we have now 
gained sbould be employed in rendering our 
small army thoroughly prepared for such a 
contingency. When you re-clected me, on 
my acceptance of office in 1880, 1 told you 
that my first object would be to maintain 
in the highest state of efficiency our regul 
ar forces, which could only be numerically 
amall, I still see no reason for increasing 
ourarmy. But if wo have already done 
something to improve its organization, I 
hope that any leasons we may have now 
learned will enable us to carry that im

KAMOURASKA WINTER PORT. 


A Now Schomo to bé Latd Hoforo the 
Montreal Public—Will it Succeed 7 
Quite recently there bas been talked up 
aacheme for building a railway to Tadousac 
from Quebec, in order to facilitate the con- 
version of that place into a winter port to 
serve when Quebec is closed by ice, As there 
is no porte of Tadonsac and no railway yet 
built, the scheme comprises two propositions 
each more or less costly and difficult of ful- 
filment, Mr. Sewell did considerable to 
conyince shipping merchants, if not mariners, 
that the St. Lawrence can be navigated by 
strongly built vessels to Quobeo: yet his 
proposition remains, and has grown no near- 
er tangible realization. But now there en- 
ters into the list still another scheme for 
winter navigation. It is the conversion ¢ 
Kamouraska into a winter shipping point, 
An effort will, it is said, be made to solve 
the question during the coming winter seas- 
on.%A stoutly built steamer is to be sailed 
into the port from the ocean, As this 
scheme comprisos tho building of no now rail- 
way it commends itself to the consideration 
of the public at first sight. ‘Lhe point of at- 
tainment is directly opposite Murray Bay, 
well known to summoring parties, and it is 
said to afford avery wafe harbor for voaseln, 
It is within a few miles of the Intervolonial 
Railway and thus has land connection at 
once with all the railways. ‘The promoters 
ofthe schome are doing their best to enliat 
the sympathy of the Governmont in their 
cause, and upon consent being given will 
make the first effort in o stout steamer own

Rev. Henry Jessup, the missionary, when 
im this country a few yeara ago, suggested 
that many of the poems and rhymes in “St.

As for +h» 
whites, only one or two families besides the 
lighthouse’ keeper's have business on the 
Charity island, and c.en the missionaries 
and teachers have been cuifly native. There 
are two churches in the only village that 
has rissn on the island, and these chujches 
arc well attended and supported by the quiet 
and orderly natives who, left here to their 
destiny, have made themselves a most cx- 
emplary Christian community. There is no 
drunkenness, no brawling, and no crimes of 
violence, which almost invariably charac- 
terize {ndian settléments Where the com- 
munity is mixed with the ordinary white 

pulation. These Indians occupied’ the 
igland some 240 years ago. It was then call- 
ed St. Joseph's island, by the French Jesu- 
its whose history is interwoyen with their 
early records, Mr. Beatty has now in» his_ 
possession a relic in the shape of a bratsshield 
which has an inscription in French; dated 
1636, giving some very valuable historical 
dates and facts connected with the mission- 
ary work of the zealous and persevering 
nite. It was found by a farmer, I be- 
, in the rear of the old French’ fort 
whose ruins still exist in the rear of the pre- 
sent village. At the time tho Jesuits la- 
bored among the Hurons they inhabited 
portions of the mainland and numbered 
some ,000 suuls. But the savage and 
fearless warriors of tie Iroquois, sweeping 
westward from the valley of the Hudson, 
broke in upon their villages and hunting 
grounds around Barrie and Penetanguishene, 
and the Hurons betook themselves in ca- 
noes to their islands.

Annvlar Eolipso of the £u3._ 


On tle 10th of November there will be an 
ancular eclipse of the sun, invisible in toils 
country, but visible in the Southern Lavilic 
Ocean. ‘Ihe path of the e lipse lies wholly 
inthe Pacific Ocean, commencing a little 
cast of the Island of Celebes, inc!a ling oF 
cral small islands in the vicinity, aud sonth- 
ero part ot new Guiuea, the whole of New 
Caledonia, and a few small islands scattered 
along the route, The rest of tho track is 
over a boundless waste of waters, To ob- 
servers on theso islands, and to those who 
chance to be on the ocean track at the time 
the sun will present the appearance of a ring 
of dazzling light surrrounding the moon's it 
tervening disk. An annular eclipso ranks 
next to a total eclipse as a poo taal sure 
pasting beauty, though it is far from being 
as aWe-inspirng or as important to the in 
terests of science. 

The difference between total and annulat 
eclipses is easily comprehended, Tho pow 
tions and apparent magnitudes of the sum 
and moon are constantly varying, Wht? 
at new moon, thecentre of the moon happens 
to pass directly over the centro of the sun? 
if, at tho same time, the sun is at or near 
his greatest distance from the earth, and the 
moon is at or near her least distanoe from 
the earth, the apparent diameter of the 
moon will exceed that of the sun, and the 
aun will be entirely hidden. from view 
There will then be a total oclipse of the sul 
visible to observers near the line joining the 
centres of the sun and moon.

““but we sell very little iu that shape,” re- 
marked the manager, “‘as it is run down a 
tunnel to the room below, where it is mauu- 
factured into dynamite, dualin or vigorite, 
all of which have nitro-glycerine as their 
basis, but are known by different pames to 
designate the degree of power. As rapidly 
as possible the nitro-glycerine is mixed with 
charcoal, wood-pulp or other mixtures, and 
reduced into a commodity more readily 
handled, for although dynamite is undei- 
stood to be extremely dangerous to handle, 
it is rammed into the cartridge with a stick, 
with as little apparent fear of the result as 
would be tbe caso were the substance s0 
much dirt, The cartridges are made to hold 
from half a pound to two pounds each, and 
are carefully packed each day and taken to 
an isolated inagazine owned by the company. 
The outpat of the factory is about 1,000 Ibs. 
daily now, but the owners expect shortly te 
increase the capacity to meet the require- 
mente of a rapidly increasing demand, as 
this is the only factory of the kind in On- 
tario, and the developement of the mince 
has rapidly increased the demand, aa blast- 
ing with powder haa been almost entirely 
superseded by the uso of dynamite, which 
is not only more efficacious, but also safer to 
handle, ‘To show the effect, a two-pounu 
cartridge was placed on a large rock near 
the factory and exploded. No one present 
wished to appear at all afraid, but each en- 
deavored to place some inanimate object be- 
tween himself and the cartridge to be ox 
ploded, and as a Grit conncillor present 
edged off towards a big elm tree, he declared 
that in this instance he was forced to be a 
couyert to the Tory theory of protection. 
The explosion was maxnificent, as the big 
boulder seemed to endeavor to shake itself 
free from the earthly engasement, and the 
round under our feet tremblod as if shaken 
by an earthquake, ‘What a magniticent 
manner,” remarked the manager, ‘to com 
mit suicide, and save your friends the ox 
pense of a coffin!’

faster ; bith have moments of rest during 
the day, and enjoy repose for about twelve 
onrs at night, but while they are at work 
they certainly are not idle, Now, it must 
stand to reason that anv part of a machine, 
being ingonstant motion at such a high 
speed, muSt be Subjected /to a great deal of 
wear and tear unless the friction be reddced 
toaminimum bya perfect lubrication and 
great cleanliness, both mattérs which in 
many plac ve much to be desired. 

We have sometimes heard compatisons 
made between this or that spindle,’ or the 
metal of this or that bush, to the detriment 
of those supplied by one maker or another, 
when in reality the fault lay only in the 
gre ster attention paid to cleanliness and 
good oil in one mill over another. It would 
hardly be believed, the Manv/facturer far- 
ther ‘addd, if we stated the condition in 
which the machinery in some mills is kept; 
itis lubricated (?) by any cheap compound 
which rejoices in the name of oil; dust and 
dirt are allowed to fly about in the air and 
to scttlo on the machinery, and all cleaning 
1s done superficially, so as only to. satisfy 
the general appearance, while a thorough 
cleaning of those parts which do most of the 
work, and are generally out of sight, is nog- 
lected. That such mills cannot come up to 
the speed of others, and_ if the: attempt to 
do it have soon the principal machinery 
worn out and shaky, is then not to be won- 
dered at,

For if Gradgrind should 
take alarm at romantic and sentimental en- 
deavors to rescue this glory of our natural 
scenery, he might take his revenge upon ro- 
mance by lobbying for an appropriation 10 
the River and Harbor Bill to clear out ob- 
structions in tho Niagara River, and open it 
up to sloop navigation.

American Pudlic Health Association. 


In his annual address before the American 
Public Health Association at Indianapolis, 
President R, C. Kedzie, reviewed some of 
the more striking Jines ot evidence to dis- 
prove the assertion that sanitary effort— 
though it prolongs life—does not really 
benefit the race. The trath is, life isnot 
only lengthened but made more valuable 
and enjoyable by improvement in man’s sur- 
roundings, 

As the result of sanitary science he said 
tho death rate in England has been decreas- 
ed 12 per cent in urban and 8% in rural di 
tricts. The number who survive youth by 
reaching the ageof twenty has been increas- 
ed 12 percent during the lastfew years, while 
the number of those who pass Mase Rote ty 
to thirty-five years has been increased 12 
10 iu the same period, Two hundred years 
ago in England, small pox, when it became 
prevalent, killod 96 out of every 1,000, and 
66) in Germany, Now the mortality from 
this cause is less than 1 in 1,000 in England, 
and 66)in Germany, and such a itation 
as the black death in Europe would never 
be known ‘again until sanitary science be- 
came a thing unknown, The number of 
deaths from typhus had been reduced in 
England more than half, and the same was 
true of any other disease, Indeed it had, he 
said, come to be the beliof of scientific and 
thonghtfal men that preventable sickness un- 
prevented is a crime against God. He re- 
garded the outlook for the progress ot sani- 
tary reform as increasingly tavorable and 
giving much ground for hopetulness, Among 
the grounds of encouragement he cited the 
discovery of remedies for splenic fever in 
domestic animals, the prevention of disease 
by the exteasion of the method of inoculation 
tried successfully upon animals, to the hu- 
man race, and the discovery of the bacillus, 
which is the causo of consumption, giving 
hope that this dréadful disease, from which 
ove-soventh of tho deaths in the human fam 
ily take pla inay yet found curable 
Another ground ¢ ecuragemont was that 
the question of public health was every 
where receiving attention, as was evidenced 
by the recent World's Sanitary Congreus, 
whore all the civilized nations of the earth 
wore represented, and also the génrral or-| 
ganization of State Boards of Health. In| 
alluding to discouragements, he ke of| 
the indifference to Congress and the Ex | 
tive to the olaims and importance of ths} 
National Board of Health, and argued that 
the prosent time when yollow fever and 
small pox wer both liable to” become epi+ 
demic, anda yisitatlon of atic cholera 
was not amoung the improbabilities, was not | 
a fit occasion for noglecting any sanitary 
méssure that had hitherto been found beng 
| ficial,

Of course statistics can be quoted by the 
advocates of vaccination, and what's of 
more influence on the popular mind, there is 
4 prejudice in its favor, born of the belief 
that vaccinated people take the disease in a 
milder form than others. But even if this 
were perfectly demonstrable there are still 
two grave reasons why the vaccination 
theory should not remain further unques- 
tioned inthe public mind. First, vaccina- 
tion nt best isonly an expedient and does 
uot Jead us to the cause, nor, consequently, 
to the prevention of thedisease. As long as 
we rely on vaccination to mitigate small-pox 
and this is all it has been shown to do, by 
its adyocates—so. long will we remain in 
darkness as to its original cause, which we 
must know to conquer it. Secondly, inocu- 
lation must keep alive other contagious dis- 
eases which it might be possible otherwise 
to extinguish. In 1868 Dr, Ballard, one of 
the Medical Inspectors of London, mention- 
ed’ casesin which 171 persons were inoculated 
with syphilis through vaccine virus. In 
1871 further evidence of this nature was 
given before the House of Commons by Drs, 
Collius, Pearce, Bakewell, Hutchinson and 
others, Since the passing of the vaccination 
act of 1 the death rate from syphilis in 
England among children under five years has 
doubled, while the population has not nearly 
doubled. From 1860-64, 6,425 persons died 
of this disease of whom 4,504 were under | 
one y nd from 1870-74, 9,271 died, of 
whom 7,009 were under one year, which is 
the period of infant vaccination. A parlia- 
mentary return of 1880 shows that in 1847 
when comparatively few were vaccinated 
the infant deaths from the disease were only 
472 per million: while in 1878 1,851 infants 
out of a million died from syphi Iti 
difficult to conceive that this disease could 
have increased four-fold by natoral causes 
other than those connected with 
vaccination. Then there are other diseases 
such as ophthalmia, skin diseases and tuber- 
culous consumption which are propagated to 
@ greater or less extent by inoculation. Since 
the contagious nature of the last named dis- 
ease has become thoroughly underatood there 
seems every ground to attribute to inocula- 
tion a greater proportion of its mortality 
than in the cage of syphilis, That sucha 
state of things can exist in Canada must 
come like a shock upon most people, yot it is 
certain that the movement against com- 
pulsory vaccination is growing in strength 
each year since new facts are accumulating.

to 100 ministers. It was now proposed that 
these four branches come together and ride 
in the same gospel chariot, with one govern- 
ment, one aim, one ob one church 
polity—all working together for the oxten- 
sion of Christ’s kingdom. There were now 
two general forms of church yoyernment 
represent Tho M. E. church adhered to 
the Epi pal form, while all the others fol 
lowed the Presbyterian form. The “‘office 
of a bishop” waa the M. E. distinguishing 
feature, ‘Che bishoprick, properly speak- 
ing, was an office, and not an order of the 
ministry. The very meaning of the word 
showed this. People had been in the babit 
of coming to wrong conclusions on this point, 
hence the misapplied term  “‘ono-man 
pore The bishop did not send men 
hither and yon at the instance of his own 
whim, but consulted the needs and interests 
of both preacher, people and ficlds, taking 
advice, receiving and considering. petitions, 
etc. There was not an instance of. despot: 
ism known. The old Episcopal. ‘notion 
vested supreme power in the bishop; Me- 
hodism has curtailed that power largely 
rom the beginning: lately it has been de- 
creasing, as witness the advisory commit- 
ee, stationing committee, transfer commit- 
*e, ete. The bishop, while a peer in the 
general conference, is the first among equala. 
All thie coming to meet the other form, 
Again, the other is coming towards this in 
increasing and extending the influence of 
the head, until now they have a general 
superintendency. So they meet here wi 
but little divergence, Formerly the legis- 
lative and administratiyo met in one 
on the one side, and two bodies on the 
other, the aunual and general conference; 
now, each haye annual and general confer- 
ences, Similarity here, as also in district 
and quarterly conferences, In a financial 
aspect they were mecting together; the 
church organs were on the same line, and 
their profits to the same purpose; the col- 
leges were on the same footing—govern- 
ment gran's were disallowed, and endow- 
ments entered into by each. The Canada 
Methodists had a very large superannuation 
fund; the M. E.’s had a similar fund, but 
proportionately smaller; and as he looked 
upon the old fathers in Israel, who had 
borne the heat and burden of the day, who 
had founded the institutions of Methodism 
in this country by their pioneer efforts, his 
heart swelled at the thought that they were 
being sustained by this fund in their de- 
clining days. It was agreed that each M. 
£. minister should bring into the union a 
sum sufficient to make these two funds 
relatively equal, when they could be joined, 
and Ndateabe done to all. This they called 
the ‘‘levelling-up” process. In missionary 
interests, also, we are adopting the broader 
line of policy of our neighbors. They re- 
Serabled m corsatt pair of railways leading 
from Pen Yan to Philadelphia. You start from 
Pen Yan in one car, another starts at the 
same place and time in another car; you 
ride almost in sight of each other all the 
way, in the same kind of coaches, aud ar- 
rive at Philadelphia about the same time 
Why would not one railway do? Why 
would not one Methodist organization do? 
In short, we all have been drawing together, 
it would seem, withont design, until we may 
be fitly represented by parallel roads from 
Pen Yan, Who has been thus invisibly 
doing all this? The Invisible One, God is 
init, There must be a meeting before a 
salutation, We came to be drawn imper- 
eptibly so near ther that we saw each 
other, and, being in speaking distance, com 
mon courtesy demanded a salutation. So, 
then, when friends salute each other, com- 
mou interest engage attention.

What it Means.—When it Takes Pinoo.—

onus across the f.co of the aun till the year 
,001—if the world stands so long—tho in- 
onse interest displayed inthe event can 
easily be understood. Observations will bo 
made froin every continent of the earth with 
the view of making an exact measurement 
of the distatice between ‘he sun and earth, 
which if we kaew we could turn to practical 
count in several ways.

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IN THE CLOCK TOWER. 


How the City Looks From tho Top cf 
St, Jamos—Something About the 
Clock, and its New Dial. 
Fiom Toronto Truth. 


A roporter of Trurit who visited the 
Clock ‘Tower the other day, gives the fol- 
lowing description of the view from Toronto's 
“Dome of St. Paul's,” 4 
“J am now up four or five flights of stairs. 
‘As I turn upon the rude, dusty floor, I be- 
hold a Jarge glass cabin, through which 
glistens the still bright machinery of the 
Crock.

In fact, 
it is the regclator of all other terrestrial 
time pieces, and T hear the Bishop,is to have 
foveral of the minor plancts-ani asteroids 
directed by its movements ; »(you can rely 
on this report as.quite cathedra,) and no 
doubt the chimes willone day be the recog- 
nized substitute for the ““musio of tke 
spheres.” ‘The machinery of the CLock is, 
at any rate, admirable, and is worth seeing 
—which reminds mo. that, in the last few 
years $500 Hove een raised by allowing 
Visitors to see this Clock; at ‘ten cents, a 
head ydial.which is to be 15 feet in 
disincted jas) twice the diameter- 
of the present one—is shortly to be 
put up, and this, wi er 
ments, willm kea visit to the.

The |governments of 
the most enlightened nations have furnish- 
ed the means, the best astronomers direct 
the expeditions, and the whole world 
watches the result.” The same paper in giv 
ing a sketch of the past observations men- 
tons the following interesting incident :— 
“ Kepler was the firat astronomer to predict 
that a transit would occur in 1631. Bat it 
passed unobserved, and his tables were so 
inaccurate that he failed to detect the tran- 
sit that would take place in 1639. This too 
would haye passed unobserved had it not 
been for the enterprise and enthusiasm of a 
young Englishman, the curate of a church 
in the north of England. Jeremiah Horrox, 
though only eighteen years of age, had 
mastered all known astronomical problems. 
He discovered that Kelper’s tables indicated 
a near approach of a transit of Venus. The 
hope that he might witness-the wonderful 
sight took possession of his imagination, and 
day and night he studied the tables of Kep- 
Ter until he discovered an inaccuracy in the 
calculations. He worked out a table for 
himself, and predicted a transit for 1639. 
He revealed the secret to au intimate friend, 
and they, keeping their own counsel, pa- 
tiently waited for the aivent of the time 
that would verify the prediction. At last 
the great day arrived, Ic wos Sunday, and 
bright, cool, and clear, ‘The young astrono- 
mer sat ina darkened room, with the sun’s 
image reflected through a small telescope 
upon.a small white screen, over which the 


calculations were correct, Suc was his 
extreme conscientiousness, that he left his 
watch when the church bell rang, to fulfill 
what he considered a higher duty.

Blood cols or corpuscles are ef two kinds, 
the white and the red. ther can be seen 
only under a Ligh magnifying power, Ono 
corpuscle is about the three thousandth or 
four thousandth part of an inchin diameter 
and one ten thousandth of an inch thick. 
This means that in the space of one square 
millimetre, which is less than four hund- 
redths of'an inch, five million corpuscles could 
be piled. Whon seen singly they areof a 
yellowish tinge, but in a mass they aro rod, 
From their being much flattened instead of 
spherical they form into rouleaux like coins, 
and may hence be seen in rows and clusters 
having an attraction for each other as they 
float in the watery elements of the blood, 
likea pile of corks throwa upon water, 
The objects marked A in the engraving 
show the red corpuscles with the circular 
outline to view. The red corpuscles make 
up about one-sixth of the bulk of human 
blood and 45 per cent. of its weight. One 
known office of the red corpuscles is to ab- 
sorb and carry from the lungs to the various 
parts of the body the oxygen which, when 
combined with the fatty elements of the 
blood, maintains the heat of the body, They 
also convey elements of substance to the cells 
which comprise the various organs of the 
body, or, as some aflirm, are themselves 
transformed into those cells. 

_ The white colls or corpuscles are of a grey- 
ish pearly appearance under the microscope 
and number only one to about 409 or 500 of 
the red ones, Tho two are different in 
this, that while the red are uniform in size, 
the white vary ; and further, while the red 
do not seem to change their form much, the 
white have the faculty of changing their 
shape every few minutes, becoming elong- 
ated or irregular or rounded,and being easily 
affected by selements with which they are 
brought into contact. Ordinary stimulants 
soon destroy their vitality, when they are 
left permanently rounded and dead, Inthe 
midst of the white corpuscles is a granule of 
dark appearance, (shown at B in the engray- 
ing)and some affirm that each corpuscle, ac- 
cording to its size, contain various numbers 
of these granules in different stages of de- 
velopement, and that they are, as it were, 
ripened and shed at certain intervals to 
form the red corpuscles. Now the greyish 
matter in which these granules are imbedded 
is called protoplasm, and it has been said by 
some to be the essential material of all organ- 
ized life. 

There are, however, scen in the blood be- 
sides these corpuscles, molecules 80 minute 
thatthe best microscopes only distinguish 
them as a speck, and the largest of them are 
only one-eight thousandth of an inch in di- 
ameter, 

The blood of men has a larger proportion 
of red corpuscles than that of women, Dur- 
ing pregnancy the blood of woman is un- 
asually deficient in red corpuscles, while 
the fastus is correspondingly rich in thom. 
After birth the red corpuscles begin to fall 
innumber, rising again in adult life and fi- 
nally falling in age. ‘The effect of a meal is 
to increase the white corpuscles, and bleed- 
ing temporarily diminishes the red In the

Tho power and influence, with their at- 
tendant respcnsibility, exercised by the edi- 
tors of our great newspapers, are enormous. 
Thomas Carlyle once described journalists as 
the true kings and pricsts of the nation. 
The office so described is a most attractive 
one for young men in search of a career, 
especially if they be fairly educated, and be- 
lieve they are imbued with the fire of goni- 
us. The commonest mistake of such aspi- 
rauts to the editorial chair isthat they great- 
ly under-estimate the attainments requisite 
for such a posi They speak ot ‘‘taking 
to journalism” as if it werea very simple 
matter, to be accomplished without much 
personal trouble or iaconvenience, and never 
thiuking of the long years of patient work 
and varied experience which will have to be 
undergone beiore they can reach the point 
they havein view. Journalism is now, and 
is becoming more so every year, a profession 
for which a» special training is required, 
There have been instances in which men of 
brilliant parts and profound erudition have 
proved signal failures in the editorial chair ; 
while men of inferior education and meaner 
intellectual powers, but with those indis- 
pensable qualifications—tact, judgment, and 
experienco—haye succeeded admirably 
unde the same conditions, It is, therefore, 
quite erroneous for a young manto suppose 
that because he has had the advantage of a 
good education, writes with facility, and has 
a nouion of such work, he can ‘take to jour- 
nalisin” and surmount all difficulties, as it

Mr. Stanley's Discoveries. 

A correspondent of the London Globe who 
has interviewed Mr. H. M. Stanley, svys 
that gentleman has had practically unlimit- 
ed means at his command, through the gen- 
erosity of the King of the Belgians, who, 
moreover, has been the main supporter of 
several of the so-called International Afri- 
can Expeditions ; as Mr. Stanley put it, he 
has been ina position to pay for every cubic 
inch of air he and bis men breathed, and 
every square foot of ground they trod upon. 
The object of the King of the Belgians ap- 
pears to have been entirely disinterested— 
simply todo what he could to render ac- 
cessible to commerce and civilization, and 
thereby develop the resources of the great 
interior of Africa, For this purpose the 
Congo formed a splendid channel of com- 
munication, only unfortunately its lower 
course for many miles is obstructed by im- 
passible cataracts. To surmount tbis ob- 
struction 18 the object of Mr. Stanley’s work. 
He states that already he has carried a well 
made road, 15 feet wide on an average, from 
below the cataracts, 230 miles along the 
north bank of the river, far beyond Stanley 
Pool, and therefore well into the navigable 
upper waters. To assist him in this under- 
taking he has not only had native workers 
but relays of yours Europeans as superin- 
tendents ; and for this work ho finds Eng- 
lishmen better than any others, and would 
be glad to have a fresh supply to send out. 
So substantially has this road been construct 
ed, that it has stood the deluges of rain tha 
break down upon it from the mountain sides, 
and has borne the heavy traffic which tho 
transport of engineering plant to the upper 
reaches has Fendered necessary, Causeways 
have been laid where necessary and bridges 
built, and the road has, by meana of excava- 
tions, embankments of stono, and layers of 
earth, been carried right round the face of a 
mountain which comes sheer down to the 
river at one place. On rounding the moun- 
tain, Mr. Stanloy states that the road enters 
an avenue of exquisite beauty and cnolness 
which has been cloared through the forest, 
So thickly timbered is the country in some 
parts that thousands of trees have had to bo 
telled, and their roots either grubbed up or 
leveled. At intervals along the road, sta- 
tions have been planted, and already there 
is a regular service of couriers between the 
stations, and by them a growing trade is be

In the office of m loading daily newspaper 
there is often more matter thrown into the 
Waste-basket, or atruck out of manuacripts, 
than would suffice to fill the paper; while 
interesting tolegrams, for which not only 
the pont office, pat the correspondents who 
havo sont thom, will have to be paid, are 
consigned to tho same r 
every nigat, simply because it is impossible 
to find a corner for them. ‘Tho calculations 
of tho editor, moreover, are liable to be up 
tot hundred different ways, Some

Winter Care of Live-Stook. 

There are a few general rules for tho care 
of live stock in winter, which are of univers. 
al application. 

‘irat,—~Vhoy should lie dry, whether beds 
ded or not, A dry floor is far better than 
wet bertding. Spar or slat floors, through 
which tho urine will quickly pass, and which 
give the animals a 1 standing place, are 
especially to boadvised. A good dogree of 
comfort may be had on such floors, but a full 
supply of dry litter—straw, leaves, swam 
hay, ete.—-certainly makes all kinds of stoc 
more comfortable, 

Second.—Shelter saves fodder, wherever 
lumber can be easily obtained, to w degree 
which few practical men are aware of, The 
warmer the stables are, the better, except 
perhaps forsheop, But with close, warm 
stables, it is essential that the manure heap 
should be where it will not contaminate tho 
air, and that there should bo perfect ventila- 
tion, so arranged a4 not to cause drafts of 
air. 

Third.—As to feed. This should be given 
with the ntmost regularity and uniformity 
—never more than will be all eaten up long 
before next feeding time, Thon the animals 
have an appetite for their food, so that 
coarye fodder may be. first given, to be fol- 
lowed with better, ‘aad by grain in some 
form, if thisisa part of the daily ration 
This is no doubt the most economical ays: 
tem, seouring the least waste and best di- 
meice of all kinds of fodder used in tho or- 
dinary way 

Fourth.—-Grooming and care of the adi- 
mals are & most valuable means of keeping 
them in health as well as of saving fead, 
Tho skin of an animal oxisting in a state of 
nature is washed by every shower, brushed 
and carded by evory bush, licked by ite 
mates, rubbed by tle ground in rolling, and

DESCRIPTION OF REGINA. 


Tho Situation Not Suitablo—Insufflolent 
Water Supply—Scarcity of Fuol— 
Its Hotels and Canvas 
Houses, 


Areporter who recently visited the town 
thus describes Regina, the newly created 
capital of Assinaboia: The town is situated 
ona flat, treeless ani uninviting prairie, 
entirely devoid of rolling ground, which 
extends for miles in every direction, Every 
quarter section in the vicinity of the place 
fora distance of nearly ten miles has a 
shanty upon it, showing the zeal witlf which 
the speculator and squatter scizes upon the 
public domain. The town has not yet as- 
sumed any degree of regularity, and tents 
and house alike have been put down pro- 
miscuously, without any regard to geome- 
trical decision. It is now, for the most 
part, directly south of the U. P. R. station, 
and a distance of about two milos east of 
the Pile of Bones creek. Most of the

Regina owes its business impulse to the 
fact of its receiving tue countenance of the 
Dominion government eyndicate and Dake 
of Manchester's land movopoly sheme, 
There b ds fair, however, to be a vacation 
closw at hand, for tho syndicate on the ad- 
vico of their own engineers have been 
obliged to locate at Moose Jaw. Tho 
severe terms, too, which are belng imposed 
upon tre first settlers by the owno s of the 
town site is also causing discontent.
